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From simple burgers to gourmet cuisine, 
football fans gear up for tailgate season

Paul Zywicki and Lester Tryba grilled dolphin fish (a.k.a. 
mahi-mahi) when the Miami Dolphins visited. They barbe- 
cued game bird (a.k.a. pheasant) when the Seattle Seahawks 
were in town. And when the Indianapolis Colts ventured 
to Soldier Field? 

Well, the longtime buddies don’t remember what they 
cooked during that game, but they assure us it wasn’t horse 
steak. 

It’s all for the enhancement of the tailgater for Zywicki 
and Tryba, who have performed the pregame ritual togeth- 
er for about 15 years. 

“The atmosphere is awesome, just being there around 
people and the smell of the grills,” said Tryba, 43, of 
Galewood/Montclare. 

For Zywicki and Tryba and thousands of Bears fans like 
them, pregame tailgating in the parking lots surrounding 
Soldier Field is a tradition of football chatter, bags tourna- 
ments and— perhaps most importantly— game-day cuisine. 
With the Bears playing their home opener Sunday against 
the defending Super Bowl champion Pittsburgh Steelers, 
Chicago’s tailgating devotees are breaking out the mini- 
barbecues and lawn chairs for another delicious NFL sea- 
son. 

Before the Bears’ final preseason game earlier this month, 
thousands of revelers crammed into the parking lots hours 
before kickoff. With the trunks of their cars open, fans 
mingled between tailgates as meat sizzled on the grills and 
footballs whizzed through the air. 

Relaxing in a lot south of Soldier Field, Zywicki and 



Tryba worked their 
way up to regular- 
season cuisine with 
cheeseburgers on 
the grill. They’ve 
saved their more 
traditional fare— 
chicken, grilled mushrooms 
and bratwurst— for Sunday’s home opener. 

The pair always bring a little extra to share with their 
fellow tailgaters, said Zywicki, 41, of Des Plaines. 

And when the weather turns cold, the grill has an added 
benefit. 

“We just drink more and eat more and keep telling our- 
selves the cold is in our minds,” Zywicki said. “We refuse 
to admit we’re cold.” 

Tailgating at Soldier Field can have the vibe of a weekend 
picnic in the park, but there are some restrictions. Fans 
are allowed in surface lots up to four hours before and two 
hours after games. And tailgaters without tickets to the 
game must leave the parking lots at kickoff— though they 
can return after the game. 

For some hungry fans, the food is so enticing, they don’t 
even wait for the final whistle to get back to the parking 
lot. 

Brandon Burrack, 33, of Mount Prospect said it takes him 
a week and about $140 in groceries to prepare for a home 
game, so he willingly leaves games in the fourth quarter to 
prepare the pregame pork tenderloin and sausage leftovers 
for his friends. 

“It seems like you can never have enough food,” Burrack 


said. 

But tailgating food doesn’t have to be complex to 
be tasty, said Chicago chef Julius Russell, host of “Big Ten 
Cookout,” a gourmet guide to tailgating that airs Saturday 
mornings on the Big Ten Network. 

Russell said an ingredient as simple as lemon juice can 
perk up a pregame dish. 

“Let’s slice the lemon, get it charred and then squeeze it 
over the fish they’re cooking at the very end,” said Russell, 
owner of A Tale of Two Chefs, a private chef and catering 
business. “It’ll bring a whole new flavor profile.” 

He recommends staying away from meats that are high- 
maintenance on the grill, such as duck. Instead, Russell sug- 
gests hearty proteins that cook for long periods of time and 
don’t require so much attention. 

Byrne McAuliffe, 27, of Palatine keeps his tailgater menu 
simple, with items such as kebabs, burgers and corn. 

He said in five years of Soldier Field tailgating, there are 
two important lessons he’s learned: Make sure the propane 
tank is full and don’t forget the grilling tongs. 

Oh, and he has one more crucial bit of advice: “Don’t 
run out of beer.”

All about Eve

The scene: If brunch has a season, it's 
definitely spring. Between April and 
June every year, it seems as if every 
new restaurant in town rolls out a 
brunch menu. Eve, a contemporary 
American spot in the heart of the 
Gold Coast neighborhood, did just 
the opposite. After nearly a year of 
dinners and lunches, brunch service 
finally began Labor Day weekend— 
not technically the last weekend of 
summer, but pretty close to it. 

The timing seems a bit oft* especial- 
ly for a place where loungey sidewalk 
seating, complete with banquettes and 
substantial wood tables (no wobbly 
wrought iron here), is a big attraction. 

But technically, Labor Day did not 
mark the end of summer. That comes 
next week— which means you have 
at least one weekend left to cram in 
some Gold Coast people watching 
and catch a bit of fre sh air. Just don't 
expect too much sun, as most of the 
outdoor seating is well shaded. 

The indoor dining room is a fine 


cool-weather alternative, the rare 
spot where you'll feel pampered but 
not fussed over. Though table cover- 
ings and plush seating lend a formal 
air, friendly service and an accessible 
menu bring things back down to 
earth. 

The cuisine: At first glance, it might 
seem like the menu is just running 
down a checklist of brunch must- 
haves: quiche of the day, a Benedict, a 
build-your-own-omelet option, pan- 
cakes, French toast ... you know the 
rest. But executive chef Troy Graves 
sees that each brunch classic gets just 
enough spin to hold some interest. 

The first clue that Eve is working 
its creative chops at least a little is 
that build-our-own omelet ($io) sec- 
tion, where uncommon options such 
as duck confit land alongside more 
expected choices like mushrooms 
and provolone. Dishes such as lobster 
Benedict with proscuitto and pesto 
hollandaise ($14) and blueberry-choc- 
olate chip pancakes ($8), a welcome 
break from ubiquitous banana-choco- 



late chip versions, continue the trend. 

But it's the signature brunch entree, 
a twist on chicken and waffles ($12, 
right), that closes the deal. Bits of 
tasso ham are baked right into the 
waffles, which get topped with three 
pieces of buttermilk fried chicken and 
doused with rich crawfish gravy More 
savory than sweet, it's the sort of dish 
you might crave on a chilly November 
morning. Which is perhaps exactly 
what Eve has in mind.

A pair of movies starring Hugh 
Jackman— the superhero saga “X-Men 
Origins: Wolverine” and the horror fan- 
tasy “Van Helsing”— lead a hefty list of 
new titles arriving on Blu-ray this week. 

“Wolverine” excellently tells the history of the character played for the fourth 
time by Jackman. The film opens in Canada’s Northwest Territory in 1845 
when young half-brothers James (eventually to be Wolverine) and Victor (Liev 
Schreiber) discover they are hard to kill and also possess some special powers. 

James has the ability to make honey, sharp spikes emerge from his knuckles 
while Victor, sporting two vampire-like teeth, can turn his fingernails into claws 
whenever he wishes. Victor will one day become known as Sabertooth. 

It’s no surprise that James and Victor will square off against each other in the 
future as James becomes part of an experiment that will turn him into a super- 
being that eventually becomes part of the X-Men. There are many twists and 
turns in the latter half of the film, and it all unfolds crisply without any lag time. 

It is a tale well told. 

“Van Helsing” has Jackman playing a legendary 19th Century monster hunter. 
He is sent on a mission to Transylvania, where evil still roams the countryside. 
There he encounters a flock of flying female vampires as well as Count Dracula, 
Frankenstein’s monster and the Wolf Man. 

He is joined in the battle by a princess named Anna Valerious (Kate Braksdale), 
who has a personal score to settle with Dracula. The film is filled with terrific 
special effects and epic battles that are a wonder to watch.

» Slice eggplant crosswise into half-inch 
slices. Spray both sides of eggplant with 
olive oil-flavored nonstick cooking spray;

The verdict: Silly and surprisingly 
funny, “Meatballs” is light on its feet and 
quick-witted, with a bonus self-aware- 
ness that most family flicks confuse 
with irony The celeb voices also come 
from the right celebs (including Bruce 
Campbell and Mr. T), disappearing into 
their characters instead of sounding like 
bored versions of themselves (as in “9”). 
It would have been nice to see writers- 
directors Phil Lord and Chris Miller 
confront more impact behind edible 
weather. (What happens to the restau- 
rant industry? How do you water a crop 
of tomatoes with fudge?) Still, this tale 
of gluttony is coated in pancake syrup, 
twisted by a spaghetti tornado and 
elevated into a Wonka daydream.

Ask the owners if they can give you a 
discount, said Brandi Savitt, co-founder of Fabulous & Frugal (fabandfru.com). “You walk in and say, ‘I 
love this store. I come here all the time. I’m going to tell my friends about it,”’ said Savitt. “You’re buying 
three scarves in three different colors, I think it’s totally appropriate to say, ‘Is there any discount?”’ 


Department stores 

While you may not be able to 
get a discount on clothes or 
accessories, there’s some wiggle 
room when it comes to big ticket 
items such as washers and dryers, 
dishwashers, furniture and TVs, 
said O’Neill.

Growing number 
of winemakers 
moving to cities

EMERYVILLE, Calif. Forget wine chateaux 
shimmering under the Napa sun. A new 
wave of vintners is choosing city life over the 
green acres of wine country settingup shop 
in warehouses, business parks and other 
locales that offer more grit than glamor. 

The idea is to bring wines closer to their 
key demographic— well-heeled city-dwell- 
ers— and take advantage of lower overhead 
costs and a bet- 
ter infrastructure 
than can be found 
in the small and 
expensive towns 
that make up 
established wine 
country 

“Grapes care a 
lot about where 
they’re grown. 
They don’t care at 
all where they’re 
made into wine,” 
points out Brendan 
Eliason, owner 
and winemaker at 
Periscope Cellars, 
housed in an old 
World War II sub- 
marine repair facil- 
ity on the shores of 
the San Francisco 
Bay that also is 
home to another 
winery, Urbano 
Cellars. 

It’s hard to say 
how many city wineries exist, but there are 
clusters from Seattle to New York. In the 
San Francisco Bay area alone, more than a 
dozen operate inside San Francisco city lim- 
its and more than 20 in the East Bay area. 

Even in wine country, some are moving to 
digs that are more practical than palatial. 

“I’d say there’s a definite trend,” says Pat 
Roney, principal owner of Girard winery, 
which has a tasting room in the picturesque 
wine country town of Itbuntville, but moved 
its winemaking facilities into a business 
park in Sonoma three years ago. “It’s a lot 
more cost-effective, and if you want to sell 
your wines at prices that are reasonable and 
affordable for consumers, you can’t afford a 


lot of the trappings of the estate wineries.” 

No one’s singing a requiem for wine coun- 
try just yet. 

At the Napa Valley Vintners, spokesman 
Terry Hall contends there is value in being 
close to the grape source. For one thing, 
the winemaker/owner can monitor the fruit 
every day He agrees you don’t need a cha- 
teau to make wine, but says not many people 
in the valley do so since a lot of the wineries 


are small, family-owned businesses. 

Periscope’s Eliason worked in wine coun- 
try for years and never even considered try- 
ing to build his own Tuscan- style villa there. 

“That’s one of the big differences between 
winemakers and winery owners,” he says. 
“If you actually make the wine, those places 
look not only vaguely grotesque but just 
bizarre. They bear no resemblance to the 
actual winemaking process.”

Robert Smiley, 
director of wine 
industry programs 
at the University of 
California, Davis, 
Graduate School of 
Management, sees 
the urban wineries 
as a “small niche,” 
but one that’s been 
growing. With 
the economy in a 
tailspin, it’s harder 
to get the kind 
of credit needed 
to invest in wine 
country’s still very 
expensive real 
estate. Meanwhile, 
city warehouse 
space is suddenly 
opening up at low, 
low rates. “This is a 
low-cost way to get 
into the business,” 
Smiley says. 



Cashing in 
on U.S. debt- 
in Pakistan

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan It’s 8 o’clock on a Sunday 
night in the Pakistani capital, but collection 
cowboy Sharoon Hermoon is living on U.S. 
time. Headset in place, feet on his desk, he aims 
his speed dialer at a debtor in Ft. Worth, Texas. 

“Hello, ma’am, howya doin’ today?” he says 
in a convincing American accent. “My name is 
James Harold and you owe us $11,000.” 

There’s a deer-in-the-headlights moment 
at the other end, then a deep breath, then a 
torrent of excuses. “I don’t know what you’re 
talking about,” she says. “It’s someone else. My 
husband’s identity was stolen.” 

After several minutes of runaround, 
Hermoon hands the phone to Kashif Siddiqui, 
his supervisor at the Touchstone call center. 
With years of experience, Siddiqui has heard 
it all. He’s not abusive, but within seconds, he 
sharply ramps up the pressure. 

“So your identity was stolen?” Siddiqui says. 
“I’ll need a police report showing that. And a 
notarized statement that you never took out 
the loan. Tes, notarized. We can ring the police 
station right now on a conference call.” 

Click. 

As Americans struggle under a mountain 
of debt, they might be surprised to learn that 
their collection nightmares may originate in 
a nation better known for its Taliban insur- 
gency, instability and extremism. With more 
economic uncertainty, job losses and mortgage 
defaults expected, long-distance arm-twisting 
has become a growth industry in Pakistan. 

And though the mostly twentysomething 
crew at the call center expresses empathy for 
the troubled voices on the other end of the line, 
some of them also wonder how the Americans 
could let themselves slip so far under water. 

‘Americans are rather addicted to their cred- 
it cards,” Siddiqui says. 

When the phone jockeys first call, the debt- 
ors’ response tends to be shock and denial. 

Information is power in the battle against 
“amnesia.” “We have dates, the amount they 
spent, how much they’re earning,” says Raja 
Amir Mehboob, manager of operations and 
business development with InfoSpan Pakistan, 
another Islamabad call center. 

Call center workers say they hear the pain 
and fear of the Americans. But they also say 
their culture puts greater weight on frugality 

“Here you save for a couple of years if you 
want something,” says Siddiqui, who spent 14 
years in America. “In the U.S., it often looks 
like they want an easy lifestyle and don’t want 
to work for it.”
